Wilbur Pickering '56 was selected Alumnus of 
the Year by the Executive Committee of the A- 
lumni Association because of his outstanding mis- 
sionary service for a period of 25 years. 

Having been born of missionary parents in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, and then taken to Bolivia, he gained 
valuable insights into missionary life and language. 
His birth in Brazil provided citizenship privileges 
which were a distinct advantage to him in his 
present position, and the early training he received 
in the Spanish language provided a good background 
for his learning Portugese when he went to Brazil as 
a missionary. 

Wilbur and his wife, Ida Lou, serve with Wycliffe 
Bible Translators. After their early work with an 
Indian tribal group, Wilbur was given administrative 
responsibilities for the Wycliffe branch in Brazil. 
His present activity is centered mainly in chal- 
lenging Christians among the 10,000,000 evangelicals 
to reach indigenous people (Indians) of their country 
with the Gospel in their native languages.

For the first time in its fifty year history, the 
Alumni Association has received a matching chal- 
lenge grant. The M K Scholarship Fund was init- 
iated in 1979 under the leadership of Joel Pearman 
72, Alumni President at that time. Although there 
have been projects supported by the Alumni Associa- 
tion such as Rudd Memorial Chapel and the new 
men's dormitory, this is the first time that a pro- 
ject started and funded solely by Bryan Alumni has 
received a challenge grant. 

The M K Scholarship Fund has grown steadily 
since its inception six years ago. The first year's 
effort raised $3,900; this year, $3,800 was given to 
the fund by alumni. 

The challenge presented to Bryan alumni is to 
donate at least $10,000, or $3,000 more than the 
previous two years, to the fund by June 30, 1983. 
The challenging foundation would then grant an- 
other $3,000, bringing the total to $15,000 for dis- 
tribution to qualified M K$ during the 1985-1986 
academic year. 

In the first three months of this fiscal year, 
alumni have responded already by giving over 
$3,000 for Bryan M Ks. This amount includes $795 
from sale receipts at the Homecoming '84 Craft 
Fair. This is five times more than the $600 
received through the same period last year. 

More than fifty students have received benefits 
from the fund in its six-year history. Five graduates 
received benefits all four years at Bryan. Nine of 
the M Ks were second generation students. With 
the additional dollars brought in by the challenge 
grant, each qualified M K will receive more 
significant amounts of aid. 

Financial support of M Ks ministers to mission- 
aries and to missions, as well as ministering to the 
Lord's work at Bryan.

With these 
nationals and four Wycliffe missionaries, an analysis 
of the tonal system was made for the Maru 
language and recordings have been made for further 
study, it is hoped that Lisu Christians who know 
Maru will be able to do the Bible translation. The 
Carlsons have completed the Lisu concordance 
which is being printed by Bethany Fellowship in 
Minneapolis.
